Special Train Sent From 
Coblenz to-Get United 
States Citizens Out of 


Leipsic. 


EBERT, IS THREATENED 
BY RADICAL UPRISING 


Forces Called Into Play 
Against Kapp by the 
Old Regime May Prove 
Hard to Handle — Re- 
ported Kapp Has Com- 
mitted Suicide, But 
There Is No Confirma- 
tion. 


Coblenz, March 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — Two hundred 
Americans who have been attend- 
ing the fair at Leipsic have tele- 
graphed and telephoned Major 
General H. T. Allen, commanding 
the American army of occupation, 
urgently asking for help to leave 
Leipsic. where they describe condi- 
tions as dangerous to their lvés. 
General Allen is sending a special 
train to bring them away. 

Firing is almost continuous in 
various parts of Leipsic, and all the 
light and water services have been 
cut off, according to the Americans, 
who are principally buyers from 
various parts of the United States. 

General Allen has directed tNe 
German railway commission of the 
Rhineland provinces to prepare a 
train, which will be in charge of a 
detachment of American soldiers. 
The train will carry sufficient fuel 
for the journey both ways and food 
for several days for the guards and 
the returning Americans, The lat- 
ter will probably be brought to 
Coblenz, but may, if the majority of 
them desire, be taken to the Swiss 
frontier. 

General Allen has received about 
fifty messages of distress, indicat- 
ing that the situation has grown 
considerably worse during the last 
forty-eight hours, 

The train probably will start for 
Leipsic tomorrow. 

There has been some delay in get- 
ting a satisfactory train together, 
owing to the shortage of rolling 
stock. 

An effort is to be made to con- 
centrate Americans now in Ger- 
many at some one point so that all 
of them who desire to leave the 
country may be able to do so. As 
far as is known all the Americans 
in Germany are safe.

Berlin, March 18.—The dictator- 
ship of Dr. Wolfgang Kapp and the 
rule of his pretorians ended as sud- 
denly as it began. 
With the inglorious departure of 
Kapp from the chancellor’s place at 
§ o’clock last night, and the igno- 
minious kicking out of Baron von 
Luettwitz by a committee of deter 
mined civilians, the curtain rang 
down upon as extreme a pglitical 
comedy as ever was staged in the 
most unstable republic of South 
America. 
Kapp’s prétorian guard of the 
Baltic troops and marine brigade 
already are packed up for @epar- 
ture, knowing that they will be dis- 
armed and discharged as soon as 
they are out of the city. They are 
sped on their way by an ultimatum 
from officers of the security police 
—a husky body of former non- 
coms—that unless the Baltic troops 
removed speedily, they would be 
“beaten up” by members of the se- 
curity organization. 
;No amnesty has been promised 
Kapp or his colleagues, and the 
Ebert-Bauer government offered no 
conditions. 
Realized “Game Was Up.” 
Kapp realized, in the course of the 
morning, that the “game was up,” 
and signed his resignation at 11 
o'clock, although the fact was not 
given out until 1 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon. Von Ludendorff and Colo- 
nel Bauer, in the meantime, contin- 
ued their efforts to obtain a new

FEES ENJOINED 
BY JUDGE SIBLEY 


Texas Company, Charg- 
ing State Oil Laws Un- 
constitutional, Given 
Temporary Order in Fed- 
eral Court. 


HEAVY LOSS TO STATE 
IF SUIT IS UPHELD 


Collections in 1919 
Amounted to $357,503.76, 
Exclusive of Salaries 
Paid—Hearing Set for 
March 28. 


If a temporary injunction granted 
yesterday against the collection of 
fees by oil inspectors to the Texas 
company by Judge Samuel H. Sib- 
ley in the district court here is 
made permanent, the state will lose 
Several hundred thousand dollars of 
revenue annually, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the state commis- 
sioner of agriculture ‘and the gen- 
eral oil inspector of the depart- 
ment. The 34 oil inspectors of 
Georgia are named in the suit, to- 
gether with J. J. Brown as commis- 
Sioner of agriculture; W. "ag Speer, 
treasurer of the state, and M. P. 
Roane, stzte oil inspector. 

The suit is based upon the alleged 
unconstitutionality of the state laws 


of Georgia which provide for pay- 
ment of fees for the inspection of 
kerosene, and ggsoline...The-T 

as company, which is organized and 
chartered under the laws of Texas, 
seeks both fin; tintérlocutory and 
final’ judgment suspending the en- 
forcement of the fee payments. 

As permitted by the oil inspec- 
tion laws of the state, the following 
scale of fees have been in effect: 
For inspecting lots of 400 gallons 
and up, one-half cent per gallon; 
for inspecting quantities of more 
than 200 and less thah 400 gallons, 
i cent per gallon; for inspe2ting 
lots of less than 200 gallons, 1% 
cents per gallon. There is no dif- 
ference in the charge between the 
inspection of oil in’ barrels’ or 
bulk. 

Hearing Set March 25. 

Judge Sibley set the hearing for 
March 25 at 3 o’clock. In the mean- 
time the state agents are enjoined 
from receiving fees for inspecting 
oil or kerosene from the Texas com- 
pany. 

Figures provided show that the 
State inspectors collected in 1918 
service fees amounting to $310,417.90, 
exclusive of $85,167.30 paid them 
as salaries. The state received 
in 1919, after deducting $97,489.02 
for the pay of the _ inspectors, 
$357,503.76. 

The force of oil inspectors in- 
cludes 161 men, but only those in- 
Spectors with whom the Texas com- 
pany has dealings are defendants in 
the complaint. 

The bill of complaint attempts to 
show that the fees are dispropor- 
tionate to the service rendered by 
the inspectors, and include the cost 
of something beyond legitimate in- 
spection to determine the quality 
and condition of kerosene and gas- 
Oline. The fees, it is claimed, ob- 
struct the freedom of commerce 
among the states, consisting of an 
obstruction to and a burden upon 
that commerce, the regulation of 
which is committed to congress by 
the constitution of the United 
States. 

The bill of complaint declares 
that the law under which the oil 
inspection fees are collected “offend 
natural justice and equity in requir- 
ing a revenue under the guise of an 
inspection fee, and in imposing un- 
usually severe penalties upon fail- 
ure or refusal to meet such exac- 
tions.” 

“Sums far in excess of the cost of 
inspection are being paid into the 
state treasury for general revenue 
purposes, and, according to the of- 
ficial reports of the general oil in- 
spector himself, these sums are 
from five to six times the amount 
of the cost of inspection, which is 
shown by figures contained in offi- 
cial records at the capitol.” 

According to the bill filed Thurs- 
day in the district court, the main 
objection made to the oil inspection 
law, from which grew the charge 
that it was not constitutional, is to 
comjlying with the provisions of the 
law which exact a fee for the in- 
spection largély disproportionate to 
and far in excess of the cost of In- 
spection. 

The bill of complaint avers that 
such charges for inspection in ex- 
cess of the cost directly burdens in- 
terstate commerce, and are in viola- 
tion of the commerce clause of the 
constitution of the United States. 

According to the bill of complaint 
the Texas company paid $264.374.71 
from 1914 to 1919 inclusive in fees 
for inspection of kerosene and 
gasoline. This sum was divded as 
follows: 1914, $13,790.82; 1915, $21.- 
681.52; 1916. $34,951.18; 1917, $47.- 
280.45: 1918, $65,141.19, and 1919,

Sand Scattered 
Over Colorado 
By Mighty Gale 


At Places the Wind 
Reached Velocity of 100 
Miles an Hour—Several 
Persons Killed.’ 


Denver, Colo., March 18.—A gale 
varying from 47 to 100 miles an 
hour sweeping over Colorado and 
Wyoming today, caused the death of 
three persons, probably fatally in- 
jured another, resulted in heavy 
property loss, and crippled wire 
communication and train. service. 
The gale stirred up the worst sand- 
storm known in Colorado in years. 

In Denver a girl was killed by a 
falling wall. Charles P. Bass, of 
Boulder, Colo., chief of police, and 
W. D. Salter, of Boulder, were killed 
when their automobile was turned 
over by the wind. Miss Mabel Welsh, 
of Denver, was probably fatally hurt 
in an automobile accident, caused 
by the driver becoming blined in a 
dust storm. 

At Wellington, Colo., wind cov- 
ered the Colorado & Southern rail- 
road tracks with eight inches to a 
foot of sand and forced a detour of 
trains. 

In Denver the wind was officially 
recorded at 47 miles an hour, with 
72 miles at Cheyenne and 100 miles 
an hour at Tabernash, one of the 
mountain stations on the Denver 
and Salt Lake railroad. The latter 
railroad was forced to. discontinue 
service because of the high wind 
at the mountain passes. 

Buildings were wrecked in Den- 
ver and other places, telephone and 
telegraph poles blown down, and 
the grain country in northern and 
eastern Colorado was swept with a 
gale which damaged the wheat 
fields and created a dust-storm 
which hid the sun for several] hours, 

The wind subsided somewhat to- 


hight. 


Topeka, Kan., March 18,—High 
wind which prevailed over Kansas 
today blew great quanties of 
wheat out of the ground, impaired 


wire communication and filled the 
air with such an amount of dust 
and sand that the sun was obscured. 
At many places the darkness was 80 
pronounced it was found necessary 
to use lights. The wind had not 
abated tonight.

FATE OF NEWBERRY 
AND HIS 84 FRIENDS 


IN HANDS OF JURY’ 


United States Senator 
and Other Michigan 
Leaders Accused of Con- 
spiracy to Violate State 
and Federal Election 
Laws. 


CONSPIRACY DEFINED 
IN JUDGE’S CHARGE 


He Says Common Under- 
standing Is Sufficient to 
Establish Plot — Crimi- 
nal Intent One of Essen- 
tial Elements of Con- 
spiracy. 


Grand Rapids, March 18.—A jury 
today began deliberations on the 
case of Senator Truman H. Newber- 
ry and 84 other Michigan political 
leaders, who, for eight weeks have 
been on trial charged with con- 
Spiracy to violate state and federal 
election laws and to use the mails 
in a scheme to defraud contributors 
to Newberry’s 1918 campaign fund. 

Less than an hour after the jurors 
retired they were excused for the 
night by Judge Sessions and told 
not to discuss the case again until 
9 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The court’s instructions and the 
retirement of the jury came un- 
expectedly. A number. of. different 
verdicts were outlined as: possible 
findings by Judge Sessions in his 
instructions, With only two counts 
left in the indictment; the jury 
might return, verdicts of guilty Or 
not guilty on either or both of the 
counts, sa to all the defendants. But 
if the verdict differed as to indi- 
viduals it would be necessary to 
make a return on each of the 
eighty-five. 

Newberry Alone. Mentioned, 

Senator Newberry was the only 
individual mentioned in the court’s 
final words to the jury. - Judge Ses- 
Sions said that under the first court 
it was necessary for the govern- 
ment to establish that there was 
an agreement, understanding or 
plan, express or implied, by two 
or more of ,the defendants, that 
Newberry be persuaded t6 use, give 
or. contribute or cause to be used, 
given or contributed, a campaign 
fund in excess of $3,750. 

Judge Session’ construed the cor- 
rupt practices act which he said 
“expressly recognizes the evil of 
the use of large sums of money” in 
political campaigns. He said the 
federal limitation of $10,000 in a 
campaign did not apply in this case, 
because the Michigan statutes set 
the lower figure, and added: 

“If you are satisfied that Truman 
H. Newberry, at or about the time 
he became a candidate, was in- 
formed that his campaign would 
require the expenditure of more 
than the law alllowed and yet with 
such knowledge became a candi- 
date, and thereafter, by advice or 
conduct, actively took part in the 
use of an unlawful sum, you, will 
be warranted in finding that he did 
violate the corrupt practices act.” 

Conspiracy Defined. 

The court said that “conspiracy” 
was not difficult to understand and 
defined it under federal law as being 
an agreement between two or more 
persons to commit an offense 
against the United States. He said 
that a common understanding was 
sufficient to establish a con- 
spiracy and that neither the intent 
to form one nor the conspiracy it- 
self need be proven as such. 

Criminal intent is one of the es- 
sential elements of a conspiracy, 
Judeg Sessions said, but he held 
that the government was not bound 
to show that the accused men knew 


they were violating a law. ‘ 
“Unlafwul acts can not be justified 
by innocent Intent,” said the court. 
The court said the jury would be 
warranted in finding that the con- 
spiracy existed if they were satis- 
fied some of the respondents plan- 
ned to procure the _ nomination 
and election of Newbé@rry by the 
use of a sum in excess of $3,750, anil 
that there was a definite wnder- 
standing that Newberry himself 
should take part in the campaign 


} and did so take part by conduct, ad- 


vice or counsel. 

‘The uncontradicted evidence 
shows that there was a very exten- 
sive organization perfected for 
the purpose of procuring the elec- 
tion of ‘Truman H. Newberry,” the 
court continued. 


Lot of Money Used. 


“Tt also establishés that a large 
sum of money very much in excess 
of the amount the law permittted 
to be used or expended, was used 
and expended.” 

He traced the conflicting claims 
of the vovernment and defense on 
these facts and then said that the 
intent and purpose might be deter- 
mined from the entire evidence in 
the case. He told the jury to con-

cussion of the group meeting at 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 


jon Thursday afternoon. 


Jones Ewing, prominent Atlanta 
realty man, advocated a raise in 
the tax rate of the city, saying that 
the rate should be raised consid- 
erably, and that assessments should 
be lowered more nearly in accord- 
ance with those in other sections. 
He said this plan would result in 
more revenue for the city, and 
would assist in the realization of 
the things sought fer Atlanta’s civic 
betterment. 

R. K. Rambo was another mem- 
ber of the chamber who advocated 
raising the tax rate. He said this 
was one excellent way of acquiring 
the necessities which have been 
noted frequently. Money is most 
needed, Mr. Rambo said. He added 
also that persons should take ad- 
vantage of the privilege to know 
how their money was being spent 
by the city an dthe books of the 
city government were always ready 
for public examination. 

“If we are dissatisfied with the 
present city government,” said Mr. 
Rambo, “or the men who are run- 
ning it, it is up to us to change 
the order of things. And there 
is nothing that 3,300 men and wom- 
en with one idea cannot do if they 
go about it with the proper spirit 
of co-operation.” 

A new charter for the city was 
advocated by M. W. Gavage and 
other Speakers. Mr. Savage said 
Atlanta could not hope to acquire 
the best schools and streets unless 
she found a systematic and busi- 
ness-like system of governmrent. 

M. Lichenstein, in speaking on the 
subject of the bond issues which 
had failed to pass, said the reason 
had been in the lack of knowgledge 
people had of bonds and their in- 
tentions. This could be circumvent- 
ed, he declared, by an in@ensive 
educational campaign which could 
be conducted by the chamber of 
commerce and which should reach 
every voter just before a bond elec- 
tion was attempted.

Washington, March 18.—The sen- 
ate voted tonight to Incorporate in- 
to the ratification of the treaty of 
Versailles a formal expression for 
the freedom of Ireland and a broad 
indorsement of the principle of 
self-determintion of subject peo- 
ples everywhere. 

Should the treaty be ratified with 
this reservation, the United States 
would enter the league of nations 
committed not alone to active sym- 
pathy for the aspirations of the 
Irish people for separation from the 
British empire, one of the controll- 
ing members of the leaegue, but 
would carry to the geuncils of the 
world society of nations a sentiment 
for the liberation of other subjects 
races aspiring for nationality— 
Egypt, Persia, Korea, India, Syria, 
Shantung. 

The reservation goes even further. 
Senators who opposed it, among 
them Senator Henry C. Lodge, dé- 
spite the great Irish vote in Massa: 
chusetts, insisted that it commit- 
ted the United States to grant na- 
tionality to its pos -°<s'ons—Porta 
Rico, Hawall, the Phillipines and 
the Virgin Islands. 

Reservation ost Drastic. 

This reservation, drawn by Sena- 
tor Peter Gerry, democrat, of Rhode 
Island, was the most drastic of the 
fifteen that were attached to the 
resolution of ratification as com- 
pleted tonight by the senate in prep- 
aration for the final vote tomorrow. 
It led to one of the most spectacular 
fights of the entire treaty debate. 
Party lines collapsed under the 
strain. Senators accused one anoth- 
er of fraud, trickery, political de- 
ception. Senator Thomas Sterling 
of South Dakota, a republican fav- 
orable to ratification, charged ¢hat 
Senator Gilbert M. Hitcheock, of 
Nebraska, the administration floor 
leader, was conniving to defeat 
the treaty by vofing for the reserva- 
tion. Other senators were accused 
of truckling to the Irish vote 
knowing theAreaty cannot be rati- 
fied. 

The reservation was adopted by 
the narrow margin of 38 to 36 late 
this afternoon.

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TREATY TO FAIL 
OF RATIFICATION, 
SENATORS SAY 


Washington, March 18.—Proceed- 
ing under ‘forced draft to reach a 
final ratification vote on the peace 
treaty tomorrow, the senate broke 
from control of the republican lead- 
ers today and unexpectedly swept 
into the republican reservation pro- 
gram a declaration of sympathy for 
self-government in Ireland. 

The proposal won out in commit- 
tee of the whole by a vote of 38 
to 36, after an all-day debate. On 
a necessary second vote, this action 
was confirmed later, 45 to 38 

During the debate democratic 
leaders supported the reservation 
and the managers on the repub- 
lican side opposed it because it in- 
cluded a general declaration that 
this nation adhered. to the princi- 
ple of the self-determination of peo- 
ples. On the first roll call 21 dem- 
ocrats and 17 republicans, including 
the irreconcilable foes of the trea- 
ty, voted for adoption, while 20 
republicans and 16 democrats were 
recorded in the negative.

The outcome of the ratification 
vote was not generally regarded as 
having been influenced by the day’s 
developments, though a number of 
republicans counted on to vote to 
ratify, including Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, the party leader, ex- 
pressed bitter disapproval of the 
Irish reservation in its final form. 
On all sides the prediction was that 
the treaty would fail to receive the 
necessary two-thirds, though some 
senajors thought that on a second 
roll ‘call, which probably will be 
taken before the attempt to ratify 
is given up, enough democrats to 
put it through would join the ma- 
jority. 

The senate later reaffirmed its 
action on the Gerry Irish reserva- 
tion, 45 to 38, when a second vote 
became necessary under senate rules. 

Additional votes for the measure 
on the second vote were recorded 
by Senators Fernald (Maine),- Mc- 
Cormick (Illinois) and Smoot (Utah), 
repubicans, and Johnson (South Da- 
kota), Owen (Oklahoma) and Stan- 
ley (Kentucky), democrats, who did 
not vote on the first roll call. Sen- 
ator Page, republican, Vermont, 
changed from opposition to support 
of the reservation. Its opponents 
gained the votes of Senators Glass 
(Virginia), Overman and Simmons, 
democrats, and Warren (Wyoming), 
republican, 


Futile Efforts Made. 


Before the second vote two futile 
efforts to amend the reservation 
were made. A motion by Senator 
Calder, republican, New York, to 
strike out the clause dealing with 
self-determination was tabled, 51 to 
30, and an amendment by Senator 
Sterling, republican, North Dakota, 
to eliminate the phrase expressing 
hope or consummation of Irish free- 
dom was tabled, 70 to 11. 

After the Irish reservation finally 
had been approved, Senator Sim- 
mons, democrat, North Carolina, 
made a last-minute fight to secure 
’ change in the republican reserva- 
tion to Article X, but his substitute 
providing that the United States use 
its “friendly offices” to help pre- 
serve territorial integrity and po- 
litical independence was tabled by 
a vote of 45 to 34. 

All supporters of the Simmons’ 
substitute were democrats, and five 
democrats—Gore (Oklahoma), Reed 
(Missouri), Shields (Tennessee), 
Walsh (Massachusetts), and Wil- 
liams (Mississippi)—voted with the 
republicans to table the proposal. 

Senator Lodge said the Simmons 
substitute was “vitally defective” in 
that it barred the use of American 
military forces only under Article 
X, while the Lodge reservation de- 
nied their use for any purpose un- 
der any clause of the treaty with- 
out express appreval of congress. 

Debate on the Gerry reservation 
reached a high pitch of bitterness 
with many charges of political ma- 
nipulation and bad faith. Repub- 
lican leaders tried repeatedly to 
modify or strike out the general 
declaration of adherence to the doc- 
trine of self-determination.

Admiral Makes Thirteen 
Specific Charges Alleg- 
ing Failure on Part of 
Secretary Daniels. 


Washington, March 18.—Respon- 
sibility for conditions which 
prompted Admiral Sims to indict 
the navy department’s conduct of 
the war can be determined only on 
full investigation of his charges, 
the officer declared today before 
the senate investigating committee, 
concluding his direct testimony. 

For that reason, he said, he had 
o “well-founded” recommendations 
as to remedies to make, Until fur- 
ther investigation disclosed wheth-

To Suggest Remedy. 
“To point out violations of well- 


' known and generally accepted prin- 


ciples of warfare such as have been 


.shown by my testimony is in itself 
| to suggest the remedy which is ob- 


viously to avoid such violations in 
the future,” said Admiral Sims in 
closing his statement. Previously 
he had summarized in thirteen spe- 
cific counts the charges he made 
against the navy department and 
emphasized strongly his freiterated 
assertion that he did not desire that 
any of his testimony be understood 
as charging responsibility for the 
conditions he criticised to any iIn- 
dividual, The investigation had not 
proceeded far enough, he said, and 
his own knowledge of conditions in 
the department during the war was 
too limited to warrant any such ac- 
cusations, he declared. 

Captain Horace Lanning, now 
commander of the destroyer force 


‘of the Atlantic fleet and assistant 


chief of naval operations, and act- 
ing chief of the bureau of naviga- 
tion during the war, has been calle 
ed by the committee to testify fol- 
lowing the cress-examination of 
Admiral Sims. It was expected he 
would take the stand next Wednes- 
day. 
Thirteen Counts by Sims. 

Concluding his long arraignment 
of the navy department’s conduct of 
the war, Admiral Sims laid before 
the committee thirteen specifications 
in his indictment charging mistakes 
and costly delays. 

The admiral’s summary of 
charges follows: 

“That, in spite of the fact that 
the war had been going on for near- 
ly three years, and our entry into 
it had been imminent at least from 
February 2, 1917, the vessels of the 
navy were not ready for war service 
when the United States entered. 

“That the first few months after 
America entered the war were ex- 
tremely critical ones for the whole 
allied cause, due to the success of 
the enemy submarines. 

“That this critical Situation was 
made clear to the navy department 
afew days after America entered 
the war, and repeatedly thereafter 
by cables and letters, supported by 
independent advices to the govern- 
ment from the American ambas- 
sador in London and by Mr. Hoover. 

“That the navy department sup- 
plied me with no plans or policy 
covering our participation in the 
war for three months after our en- 
try therein. 

Delayed Sending Vessels. 

“That having information as to 
the critical situation of the allies, 
the navy department did not 
promptly assigt them, and thereby 
prolonged the war by delaying the 
sending of anti-submarine ves- 


sels, none reaching Europe for near- 
ly a month after war was declared, 
and two and a half months elapsing 
before thirty vessels arrived. 

“That the navy department failed 
to appreciate the military value of 
time. 

“That the navy department vio- 
lated fundamental military princi- 
ples in attempting to formulate war 
plans of operations without having 
sufficient knowledge of the whole 
situation. 

“That the department’s represen- 
tative with he allied admiralties 
was not supported, during the most 
critical months of the war, either 
by adequate personnel or by ade- 
quate forces that could have been 
supplied.

Statement to Constitution. 
To Constitution the attorney gen- 
eral said: 
“The reason that they have not 
got peace in Europe, the reason 


that some of the countries of Europe 
are slipping back to their old im- 
perialistic ideas and grabbing ter- 
ritory wherever they can get it 1s 
because the United States senate 
for sixteen months has refused to 
give the world the peace that our 
boys féught for. If this peace treaty 
had been ratified promptly, wheth- 
er with reservations or without; if 
it had been ratified and America 
had participated under the great 
contract which the president drew 
to clinch the peace of the world, 
there would not have been the slip- 
ping away from the ideals for which 
we fought in the great war. The 
trouble in Europe today is Wash- 
ington, D. C.—do not let anybody 
tell you that its Europe’s trouble 
and not ours. Every trouble that 
breaks out in a great flame in Eu- 
rope is our American trouble here- 
after. I can get along with what 
(old Father George Washington said 
that we ought to keep out of en- 
tanglipe alliances with Europe, and 
we would have Kept out of them for- 
ever if conditions had remained as 
they were when he said it, but to- 
day the Balkan mountans are near- 
er to Atlanta than Mount Vernon 
was to Georgetown when he was 
alive. 
No Nation to Itself. 


“When men’s voices go instan- 
taneously across the seas, when 
men travel across the sea upon its 
wave and beneath it and above it, 
when what happens in Australia this 
afternoon is read at tomorrow 
morning’s breakfast table of civili- 
zation everywhere, the world is 
so small that no nation can live 
to itself alone any more. . Every 
trouble that breaks out anywhere 
is the world’s trouble, and the way 
to keep peace for ourselves is to 
keep peace for the world, which is 
our neighbor. There is no other 
way to do it. 

“IT am one of those who believe 
that we fought in the great war 
for peace. That is the thing that 
led us into the war. ‘We fought for 
peace; we fought because we be- 
lieved it was going to be the last 
war—it was a war against war: but 
the peace for which our boys were 
willing to lay down their lives was 
not the selfish peace that we could 
get by arming ourselves in tXe 
United States and saving to all the 
world ‘Stand off—’ the very kind 
of peace they went across the sea to 
fight for was not the peace of sel- 
fish isolation, but the peace of man- 
ly participation in. the responsibili- 
ties of the world. We participated 
when we went across the sea with 
two million of our boys, to bring 
peace to Europe, and we did not 
dntend to quit, for the. American 
nation is not a people of quitters: 
we intended to go through and 
maintain the peace of the world 
hereafter. Their great position of 
leadership places that responsibility 
upon the American people and we 
can Keep peace for ourselves and 
for the world if, in some form or 
other, the civilized nations of the 
world will enter into a solemn con- 
tract which every nation will be 
obliged to enforce. 

Does’ Not Fear Treaty Issue. 

“I have no fear of this peace 
treaty being thrown into the cam- 
paign. I'do not like to see matters 
of war and peace become partisan 
issues in any campaign, but I have 
no fear of it. I believe our people 
in America are a pacifist people, as 
they never have been since the re- 
public was founded. They hate war 
today worse than they ever did be- 
fore and they know if thise treaty 
dies in Washington, that it was 
not killed by its best friend. They 
Know that its friend, who wrote it, 
tried to save it for the world’s 
peace; they know if it dies, its ene- 
mies assassinated it. I am willing 
that the American people should 
judge of that question, because I 
am, convinced that what our people 
here between the seas want above 
all else is to be allowed 
to go .our way toward the 
destiny’s that is America’s, with 
the rest of the world feeling 
Kindly to us and with us feeling 
kindly to them, ‘ivine tovether in 
peace and happiness with all the 
earth. That if what we want and 
I am willing that we should put it 
up to the American people to decide 
whether we shall have and keep al! 
of the things we fought for.”

“In wholesale and jobbing dry 
goods trade reports continued de- 
mand, but smaller orders. Drug 
houses report difficulty in getting 
supplies; orders are somewhat cur- 
tailed and payments in some  in- 
stances are becoming slow. Manu- 
facturers of candy, while anticipat- 
ing no shortage of sugar. are laying 
in larger stocks than usual on ac- 
count of heavy and anticipated de- 
mands, Hardware and building 
material dealers report still a good 
demand, but serious shortage of ma- 
terials, especially in nails. 

“In retail clothing and dry good 
lines some dealers apparently be- 
lieve that prices must decline, al- 
though the usual season’s demand 
for spring goods is about normal. 
No apparent change of consequence 
in price of food commodities yet 
appears. In a few articles a de- 
cline f price is senn, but not enough 
to relieve the situation. Some slow- 
ness is no wbeing reported in retail 
collections. The demand for money 
is fairly active, with banks in posi- 
tion to supply the needs, the pre- 
vailing commercial rate being 6 to 7 
per cent.

Forces— Reed Petition

_ The new move on the part of some 
-of the Hoover element to place the 
)name of Senator Hoke Smith on the 
ticket for the presidential priwary 
_in Georgia as a substitute for their 
/ favorite gave rise to much comment 
-in political quarters about the capi- 
tol and in the lobby of the Kimball 
syesterday afternoon. It seemed to 
‘be the general opinion that the move 
‘practically marked the collapse of 

the Hoover movement, 
‘of which has been evident for some 
‘time. 

Now that the charge of unfairness 
‘and disfranchisement of democrats 
‘made against the subcommittee had 
‘been completely dissipated by the 
‘action of a large majority of- the 
*whole committee and the publica- 
stion of the rule of 1918, proving that 
*the subcommittee could not have 
‘taken action other than it did, it 
/Was seen to be becomirg more and 
‘more evident that the bulk of the 
‘original Hoover advocates have been 
‘convinced of the logic of the sub- 
‘committee's action and hundreds of 
*them had already joined the Palmer 
‘band wagon. 

Only an irreconcilable minority, 
-it was said, were behind the move- 
‘ment to put somebody else on the 

ticket to complicate matters at this 
stage of the game, when the line- 
up has already been drawn between 
‘the forces which supported the war 
back of Attorney General Palmer 
and the opponents of the war, rep- 
‘resented by Senaor James A. Reed. 
An Associated Press’ dispatch 
from Washington stated that Sena- 
tor Smith declined to comment when 
informed of the action of supporters 
at Gainesville in proposing him as 
-a candidate for the democratic 
presidential nomination. He a d 
that he could not express himsel 
until he nad been officially inform- 
ed of the action of his Gainesville 
friends. 
Three Factors in Collapse. 

Three factors have combined to 
bring about the subsidence of the 
Hoover movement, political observ- 
ers say. They are: 

First: Mr. Hoover's own re- 
peated declaration that he is not 


a democrat, thereby shifting the’ 
purden of responsibility of keeping 
him off of the democratic ticket 
irom the subcommittee to his own 
shoulders. 

Second: The fact that Mr. Hoover 
has -gone further than this and 
declared himself to be a progressive 
republican. A majority of his origi- 
nal Georgia supporters have seen 
that he does not want the demo- 
cratic nomination as long as there 
is any possibility of his being the 
republican choice. The activity of 
his republican friends in the north 
and west, some of them Know to be 
closest to him personally, to secure 
for him the republican nomination 
Sas not taken well with Georgia 
gemocrats, who cannot see that the 
* old party has fallen so low as to 
be compelled to name a republican 

for its standard bearer. 

Third: The array which is becom- 
ing daily more and more evident in 
Georgia of the old war and anti- 
war forces, the former under the 
leadership of Palmer and the latter 
under Senator Reed with former 
Senator Thomas Hardwick and 
Thomas FE. Watson as their leading 
spokesmen in this state. 

The placing of Senator Reed's 
name on the primary ticket yester- 
day by a petition received from 
Lowndes county has served to em- 
phasize this alignment in the opin- 
ion of practically all those who ex- 
pressed themselves. Carl Hutche- 
son, an Atlanta attorney, is known 
to have been circulating a Reed pe- 
tition in Atlanta for a week Jy ast 
and it is not quite evident just why 
he let the Lowndes county ‘petition 
‘set in ahead of his. It is known 
however, that a larre number of 
Atlantans who were approached on 
the matter positively declined to 
sign the Hutcheson petition. 

Meanwhile, the campaign for Pal- 
mer in Georgia is gaining added im- 

-petus every day. Clem E. Dunbar, 
. in charge of Palmer headquarters, 
said yesterday that he was receiv- 
ing piles of letters from all parts 
of the state from democratic lead- 
ers, pledging their suport and of- 
fering their services. 

Demand for Palmer Speakers. 


Numerous applications were rc- 
ecived yesterday, particularly from 
south Georgia, for speakers to pre- 
sent Mr. Palmer's candidacy in 
counties where superior courts are 
to be in session next week. Mr. 
Dunbar said that the demand for 
speakers had come in advance of 
his arrangements to put them on 
the stump, but he would do his best 
to secure them. 

Another move that created con- 
siderable talk in political circles 
yesterday was the declaration by 
Claude C. Mason, chairman of the 
democratic subcommittee of Fulton 
eounty, that a blank space would 
be left on the ticket where the 
friends of Mr. Hoover could write in 
his name, if they desired to do so. 

This at once brought up the ques- 
tion whether or not such votes could 
be counted as they were cast for a 
man who had declared himself not 
to be a democrat. It was the opin- 
ion of many that tbey could not 
and would not be counted. The 
rule of 1918, which is binding upon 
the state executive committee until 
it has been repealed by a demo- 
eratic convention is unequivocal. 
it says: 

“No person shall be deemed a 
enndidate in sald primary unless he 
in legally qualified to hold the of- 
fice for which he announces and is 
n walid member of the democratic 
party in both state and national 
polities.” 

Under this rule it seemed evident 
that the committee would have no 
aiternative but to reject votes which 
were cast for a man who declared 
himself not to be a democrat. If 
they counted votes for Hoover, they 
would have to count votes for Debbs 
or any other man whose names some- 
hody might see fit to write on the 
tieket, it was said. 

Incidentally, it came out yesterday 
‘hat the subcommittee at its Wed- 
“sesday meeting furnished a complete 
“ebuttal to the charges that it had 
seen holding secret meetings, sprung 
“p without public notice and held 
Sehind closed doors, with a view to 
Sisfranchising Georgia democrats. 

When the subcommittee was in- 
“ormed that certain parties were 
outside of the room in which it was 
meeting,-who desired to be heard in 
behalf of Mr. Hoover, Chairman 
Flynt immedjately had the door 
opened and declared the committee’s 
~arcdiress to have its meeting pub- 
lic. It was then that the subcom- 
mittee canvassed the replies which 
had been received from forty-eight 
members of the whole committee, 
upholding its action, and eight op- 
posing it. Both the letters and the 
names were made public. 

When Judge Fiynt was, informed 
that the objectors might want time 
in which to prepare their protes, 
he told them that he would ad- 
journ the subcommittee to any time 
and place that they might select. His 
offer was declined, however, and 
the objectors retired with nothing

“Abe and Maruss”’ Return 


To Atlanta in New Role 


Old friends are back with us 
again in the persons of “Potash and 


Perlmutter,” those inimitable crea- 
tions of Montague Glass. This time, 
however, they have stepped out of 
the cloak and suit business, and, in 
“Business Before Pleasure,” carry 
us through three acts of business 
vicissitudes in a moving picture stu- 
dio. If their picture feature, “The 
Guilty Dollar,” the making of which 
runs through the period of the play, 
only contains as many thrills and 
laughs as the play itself, we can un- 
derstand how its success made their 
fortunes in the last sixty seconds. 

But, unfortunately, the one thing 
every one at the Atlanta theater 
wanted to see last night—the pic- 
ture itself—wasn’t shown. Maybe 
it’s just as well. It coudn’t live up 
to expectations, anyway. 

The performance was one of a 
mighty funny show that caught the 
fancy of the audience with its lines 
and situations, that brought contin- 
uous laughter, and that sent every- 
one home with the feeling of satis- 
factory enjoyment. But, to be frank, 
the cast was not quite up to the 
standard we are used to when a 
play is brought here for the first 
time. It isn’t quite as good as those 
which have been here in previous 
Potash and Perlmutter shows. 

The newness of the lines, how- 
ever, the irresistible humor of the 
play itself, is sufficient to make it 
rank high among the season's laugh 
vehicles. And it is a welcome vari- 
ation in type. 

The two partners are just the 
same in the movie business as they 
were in the cloaks and suits. Even 
if Abe Potash does persist in call- 
ing his director a foreman and the 
actors the “hands.” <As Abe says, 
“Everybody has two businesses— 
his own and the movies.” 

The plot is built around the com- 
plications which ensue when the 
partners are persuaded they will 
never produce a salable picture until 
they eliminate their wives and other 
relatives from their list of perform- 
ers, and when they engage “Rita 
Sismodi,” a famous “vampire” ac- 
tress, as their star. In fact, it all 
concludes satisfactorily; true love 
wins, and villainy reaps the whirl- 
wind.

His 
“Poem of 1917,” for instance, while 
So puzzling that most of his audi- 
ence would have liked to hear it 
over again, to find out just what he 
was driving at, was extreme, not in 
its testing of the physical capacity 
of the piano, as well as the player

His poem by the Russian Scriabina 
was free verse of the freest as to 
rhythm and tonal foundation, but it 
did not, like the more cold-blooded 
of the- modernists, turn its back 
on melody. The same might be said 
of the “Bark on the Ocean” of Rav- 
el, and the “Danse Negre and Irish 
Reel’ of Cyril Scott which, while 
characteristic in their realism, were 
scarcely a shock to. sensibilities 
perforce by this time attuned of 
jazz. 

It was in Ornstein’s “Impressions 
of Chinatown,” that the pianizt-com- 
poser lapsed into the form that gave 
him fame, and the mirth that was 
subdued through its graphic jangle 
and clatter, like a dozen Chinese 
music halls in juxtaposition, broke 
out irrepressibly when the final 
treble tones were jerked by Orn- 
stein off the piano.

Debussy Delightful.

Its fitful lights and shad- 
ows he caught the mood of, and re- 
flected clearly and with all the 
grace of willow bows swaying over 
the stream. 
As for his Beethoven, his Chopin, 
it is highly interesting, except to 
those who may be irritated by the 
liberties he takes. Whether you 
call these irreverent, or just char- 
acteristics, depends on the degree 
of your admiration for Ornstein, 
Certainly there is no questioning 
his adequacy to masterly perform- 
ance of the masters. It {is just a 
mater of whether you are insistent 
on the sonatas and the nocturnes 
as tradition paints them, or wheth- 
er they may be given a new illumi- 
nation through the personality of a 
musical free thinker. Yet his man- 
ner, away from the keyboard, is al- 
most diffident. 

It was a far call from 
lude of his own with which he open- 
ed the program—a composition 
deadly serious with the ponderous- 
ness of youth when it urns to 
poetry—and the Rigolletto Fantasy 
of Liszt that closed the evining.

That tall, spare, 
compelling orator carried his hear- 
ers through the journey of the chil- 
dren of Israel with an eloquence 
and power second only to the im- 
pressions of an actual trip with 
those actual exiles from the land 
of Egypt. Although the doctor has 
spent much time in this country, 
he still preserves the accent of his 
native England, which, however, 
only adds force to his declamation. 
Dr. Morgan chose as his text the 
loth paragraph of the 14th chap- 
ter of Exodus: 
“Speak unto the children of Is- 
rael, that they go forward.” 
His opening remarks harked back 
the first Biblical reference to 
the phrase, “the children of Is- 
rael,”’ in Genesis 32:32, which de- 
fined rather the children of Jacob 
by his second name. In describing 
Jacob's keen, businesslike charac- 
teristics, he stated that they were 
the result of his contact with world- 
ly people and conditions, just as 
the sagacious qualities of the Jews 
are the result of their competition 
with the present-day gentile world, 
In this connection Dr. Morgan 
stated that it is the Jews who are 
today feeding and financing London. 
He went on to degcribe the plight of 
the Israelites when they were led by 
Moses to the Red Sea, with marsh 
and wilderness on either side, the 
water ahead and the Egyptians 
behind, at which juncture the com- 
mand of the Lord unto Moses, that 
he “Speak to the children of Israel 
that they go forward,” prepared 
them for the miracle that was to di- 
vide the waters for their safe pas- 
sage. |

Application to Present. 


Applying the situation to the 
present day conditions, Dr. Morgan 
said that the church is now in the 
predicament of the wanderers un- 
der Moses, that it is beset on every 
hand with impassable conditions, 
but that the ancient command of 
God still applies, and that it must 
zo forward. “And go forward,” the 
doctor continued, “in the faith that 
God will open the way; go forward 
even though no wavy is opened, even 
though it means physical death or 
disaster, because it will mean glo- 
rious obedience and _ the triumph 
of God’s will in the end.” 

The doctor startled. his audience 
by saying that he was a pacifist 
of the most confirmed and con- 
vinced sort, but qualified his state- 
ment by saying that when the war 
came upon the allies he advised the 
English to go to war. <And his 
justification was the quotation: “Of- 
fenses will come, but woe = unto 
them whom they come.” 

Dr. Morgan also quoted the words 
of John LBunyan’'s *“Feeblemind,”’ 
whose mind was so far from feeble, 
he said, as.to enunciate this high 
resolve: 

“I will run if I can; I will go if. 
I can not run, and I will creep if 
I can not go upon my feet, for my 
mind is beyond the river that hath 
no bridge.”

A committee which was in session 
more or less openly yesterday and 
most of whose members held formal 
meetings as the council of the em- 
pire, received a deputation of of- 
ficers of the security police who 
stated their determination to adhere 
to the constitutional government. 
They added that they were scarce- 
ly able to keep their men from vio- 
lence. The committee therefore was 
in no mood for conciliation when 
it met. They sent for Von Luett- 
witz and informed him flatly that 
he must go. One of those at the 
meeting declared there was no truth 
in the version which Von ILIwett- 
witz’s friends were circulating that 
he volunteered his resignation, and 
as little truth in the first published 
accounts that Kapp resigned after 
negotiations with the cabinet and 
as a result of concessions. 

Dr. Kapp was impossible from the 
beginning as a chancellor owing to 
his record as a founder of the belli- 
cose jingo-fatherland party in war- 
time and his reputation as “a free- 
booter of public opinion” derived 
from Bethmann-Hollweg’s phrase. It 
is known he has been acting in 
close accord with General von Lud- 
endorff and Colonel Bauer and all of 
his political associates have been of 
the reactionary junker type. 

There is little to report on the 
state of the country, except as to 
the conflict of troops with Sparta- 
cans in and near Elberfeld, where 
it is reported thousands of Sparta- 
cans have been driven into the oc- 
cupied territory and disarmed by 
entente troops, and the continua- 
tion of the general strike. Munich 
professes alarm at the appearance 
of gangs of bandits in the rural dis- 
tricts who are robbing the defense- 
less countryside. The report har- 
monizes with the keynote of Kapp’s 
publicity efforts, which directed at- 
tention to the probability of a reign 
of lawlessness and robbery unless 
Stuttgart and Berlin came to terms. 
TROOPS JEERED 
AS THEY LEAVE. 

Berlin, March 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Baltic troops 
assembled in Wilhemstrasse and 
Unter den Linden in marching or- 
der and with flags flying this after- 
noon, Great crowds watched the 
troops making ready for their de- 
parture, and what were at first 
merely somewhat unfriendly demon- 
strations, eventually developed into 
jeering and hooting. This en- 
raged the troops, who fired twice 
into the crowd, wounding several 
persons. 

No great improvement In the eco- 
nomic situation is to be observed 
as yet. The railroad men have re- 
sumed work, but the organized 
workers generally are dissatisfied 
and are continuing the strike. They 
demand the disarmament of troops 
and the inclusing in the govern- 
ment of more radical elements, 

On outcome of Dr.-Kapp’s brief 
reign is a greater tendency toward 
the left among the workers, and it 
is generally believed that the com- 
ing elections ,will return indepen- 
dents in greater force. Kapp’s coup 
was the greatest disservice he could 
have rendered to the conservatives 
who now are discredited and dis- 
trusted. 

The censorship has been lifted and 
the newspapers are allowed to 
publish. Lord Kilmarnock, the 
British charge, has taken the first 
opportunity to publish an em- 
phatic denial that the allies gave 
any support or sympathy whatever 
to the new government. 


Manifesto by Independents. 


The independents’ committee has 
issued a manifesto, saying in ef- 
fect: 

“The counter revolution has been 
suppressed, but the Bauer-Noske 
government is trying to re-estab- 
lish the old regime by cowardly 
compromise. Another junker, Von 
Seecht, replaces the junker, Von 
Luettwitz.” 

“A state of siege is maintained 
and the Prussian government has 
entrusted the protection of Berlin 
to the reichswehr and the _ city 
guard, which means that a military 
dictatorship persists. 

“There has been no change in the 
system, but only a change of per- 
sons. The independents will not 
accept this situation.” 

There were fewer disturbances 
in Berlin last night than any night 
since the beginning of the revolu- 
tion. Several detachments of troops 
were sent away,’ but the majority 
were here this morning. Wil- 
helmstrasse was crowded with them, 
all carrying hand grenades; sev- 
eral squads trundled machine guns 
and flame throwers. When the Bal- 
tic troops have all left, the work 
of guarding the city will be un- 
dertaken by regular government 
troops garrisoned ‘in Berlin and

Yester- 
day afternoon a military conference 
was held. The members of Von 
Luettwitz’s staff filled the recep- 
tion hall of the chancellory. The 
intention appeared to be to adopt 
a military rule of the most severe 
order to prevent the possibility of 
the radicals attempting a rising. 

The fact that the independents 
and communists so far have not 
resorted to the extreme violence 
characterizing the revolutionary 
strikes of 1918 and 1919 is regard- 
ed as a hopeful sign. It admits of 
two inferences. First, that they 
are biding their time until they can 
perfect their physical organization 
for a supreme effort to seize the 
government, and second, lack of mil- 
itary equipment and fear of risk- 
ing a struggle against the troops 
now in charge at Berlin, who are 
believed to be far from sympathetic 
towards the reds. 

During the Spartacan trotble in 
January, 1919, eight hundred were 
killed in Berlin alone. In March, 
1919, the official figures placed the 
number of dead at 1,800 and many 
of the participants of the fighting 
were unaccounted for. The property 
loss through the wrecktng of build- 
ings and looting was estimated then 
at 100,000 marks. Little damage to 
property thus far has resulted in the 
clashes incident to this revolution. 


EVENTS THAT CAUSED 
DOWNFALL OF KAPP. 


London, March 18.—Events which 
culminated in the downfall of the 
government of Chancellor Kapp and 
General von Luettwitz are recount- 
ed by the Berlin correspondent of 
The Exchange Telegraph. 

“The new members of the im- 
perial council and the under secre- 
taries of state of the old govern- 
ment Tuesday night demanded a 
conference with von Luettwitz, at 
which he was asked ‘to resign,” the 
correspondent says. “The general 
made a lengthy speech, indicating 
that he had been mistaken on many 
points—for instance, in his belief 
that the workers would cease re- 
sistance as soon as they felt the 
pinch of hunger. 

“Finally, he admitted, however,

that Dr. Kapp had been unable to 
find support from any political 
party, even from the conservatives 
on whom he had relied and the only 
ministers he had gotten were those 
of agriculture and posts. When 
the latter went to the ministry the 
employees notified him they would 
not take his orders.

Luettwitz that any other minister 
appointed would meet with the 
same treatment. The general, how- 
ever, persisted in holding out. 

“At 10 o’clock Tuesday night, af- 
ter the arrival of an ultimatum 
from the independents and commun- 
ists saying that unless the troops 
immediately left Berlin a council 
republic would be proclaimed, von 
-Luettwitz and the officers of the 
Reichswehr annouriced they were 
willing to fight the communists 
under the Bauer government. 


Negotiations Resumed. 

“Negotiations were resumed yes- 
terday (Wednesday) forenoon by a 
commission on which the national 
party was represented by former 
Wrussian Finance Minister Hertz, 
the people’s party by Dr. Gustav 
Stressemann and the democrats by 


Karl Trimbon. 

“The commission was in touch 
with a majority socialists, and Vice 
Premier Schiffer was in touch with 
Stuttgart and was well posted on 
the progress of the negotiations.” 

"mat 2 p. m. Kapp resigned, trans- 
ferring his powers to von Luettwitz, 
who, becoming now more confident, 
declared that in any event he must 
keep his troops in Berlin at least 
a fortnight.- His attitude probably 
was modified by the fact that a sec- 
tion of the soldiers declared against 
him and two of his generals in- 
formed him the behavior of the 
Baltic troops had caused quarrels 
in the army. 

“During the afternoon’s negotia- 
tions Von Luettwitz said confer- 
ences had taken place between Er- 
nest Daumig and other communist 
on one side and Colonel 
Pabst on the 
other. Pabst even threatened to 
join the independents and commun- 
ists. Daumig was ready to proclaim 
a soviet republic under military 
protection. 

“At 5:55 o’clock Von Luettwitz 
expressed willingness to resign. His 
successor, Von Seecht (Ebert's chief 
of staff) will now at the earliest 
moment try to make the iron (Bal- 
tic) and marine divisions return to 
Doeberitz, where they will be de- 
mobilized. The national assemblv 
probably will return to Berlin in 
a few days. The old government 
maintains that reorganization of 
the cabinet was proceeding before 
the coup occurred. A radical re- 
organization will now be effected, 
the members’ being chosen more 
for their knowledge than for party 
affiliations.”

The bitterness among the 
men was so great when they saw 
that their existence was in danger 
that they were restrained only with 
great difficulty from attacking the 
Baltic troops brought to Berlin by 
the Kapp government. 

In the afternoon it became clear 
to the people that the rule of the 
usurpers had ended. In the recep- 
tion hall of the chancellory great 
excitement prevailed. A number of 
cars were leaving with Kapp’s fol- 
lowers. 

Kapp’s daughter, in a state of 
great agitation, shouted wildly, 
“You have triumphed now, have vou 
not?” Before anyone could reply, 
she turned round and burst into 
tears, while her father took his seat 
in the automobile.

MARCH ON BERLIN. 

Berlin, March 18.—Ellis Loring 
Dresel, acting commissioner and 
American charge d'affaires in this 
city, has informed the state depart- 
ment in Washington now that Dr. 
Kapp’s regime has fallen the whole 
_ lies in a communist upris- 

g. 

Communist forces are reported to 
be marching on Berlin from various 
other cities, but Mr. Dresel says if 
a few hours more pass quietly a 
crisis may be avoided. 

Feeling in Berlin tonight’ is at 
high tension, for there is fear a 
clash will occur before the Kappist 
forces gather up their wire entan- 
glements and leave the city. Mist 
and rain shrouded Berlin in gloom, 
and the streets were wholly desert- 
ed. Occasionally a solitary shot 
would be heard, but no casualties 
Were reported up to 8 o'clock. 

One of Dr. Kapp’s last official acts 
was to conclude an agreement with 
representatives of the Ebert govern- 
ment and some Prussian ministers 
for amnesty for himself, his staff 
and troops on the basis of the am- 
nesty law of 1918, which will be 
made to apply to this week’s of- 
fenses, ° 

It is expected the casualties for 
which the Kapp regime has been 
responsible will total many hundreds 
killed, the outbreak at Dortmund 
being the most serious’ reported 
from any section. It is said that 
more than one hundred are dead

SOVIET REPUBLICS 

BEING F MED. 

The Hague, March 18.—Soviet re- 
publics have been formed at Dort- 
mund, in Westphalia, and at Gera, 35 
miles southwest of Leipsic accord- 
ing to dispatches received here. At 
the latter place, which was formerly 
the capital of the principality of 
Reuss-Schleiz, there has been sav- 
age fighting, it is said. 

In the fighting at Dresden, 30 
persons have been killed and 495 
wounded, reports state, and the city 
is isloated from the rest of Ger- 
many. 


Copenhagen, March 18.—A mes- 
sage received here from Dortmund, 
Germany, says: 

“Heavy fighting occurred here this 
morning between regular troops, 
which arrived during the night. 
aided by members of the citizens’ 
guard, and the public. security 
guard and armed workmen. After 
receiving heavy reinforcements, the 
workmen overwhlemed the regulars 
today at noon and disarmed them, 
as well as the citizens’ guard and 
security guard. Workmen’s forces 
are now in possession of the town. 
Many have been killed and wounded, 
but the number of casualties has 
not been ascertaiend. There has 
been no plundering and the towa 
is quiet at present. 

GREATER PROBLEM 
FACED BY EBERT. 

Washington, March 18.—The col- 
lapse of the military revolution in 
Germany, in the opinion of offiicals 
here, has left the Ebert government 
with an even gerater problem on its 
hands—that of controlling the work- 
men’s movement started to check- 
mate the miltarists. 

Reports of the formation of soviets 
in a number of places have been 
received, and while the exact ex- 
tent of this movement is not Known, 
some observers here feel that the 
general strike may prove a double- 
eGged sword, 

Official Washington is discussing 
how far the allies should go in lend- 
ing moral support to the Ebert gov- 
ernment at this time, and whether 
because of the present state of the 
public mind in Germany, demands 
for the punishment of those guilty 
of war crimes-and for indemnity of 
destruction of the German fleet at 
Scapa Flow should be pressed. 


GERMAN ASSEMBLY 
MEETS IN STUTTGART. 

Stuttzart, March 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The German na- 
tional assembly opened at 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon, presidetl over 
by Konstantin Fehrenbach, who is- 
sued the call for the present ses- 
sion. There was a large attendance 
of deputies, especially from the so- 
cialist parties, and also of uniformed 
reichswehr officers. 

President Fehrenbach said many 
conservative and national liberal 
members had not come, while oth- 
ers were not able to appear. He 
sharply criticised -the Berlin up- 
heaval of the “reactionary rebels” 
and urged the resumption of work 
throughout the country. 

The state department of Wurt- 
temberg welcomed the assembly in 
the name of Wurttemberg, after 
which Gustav Bauer, the chancellor, 
spoke in behalf of the government. 

The building was closely guarded 
by reichswehr troops and armored 
automobiles patroled the. streets. 
The first session was without not- 
able incident.

~ SIMS’ REAL GRIEVANCE. 

Admiral Sims’ real grievance 
against the navy @epartment, sim- 
mered down to essentials, seems to 
be that his own recommendations 
were not always adopted as depart- 
mental policy as promptly as he 
would have them, and in some in- 
stances not at-all. 

Some of them, he admits with an 
appearance of self-gratification, 
“were virtually adopted in the 
end,” but his superiors in Washing- 
ton should have acted pronto, if not 
instantaneously, in order to escape 
the shafts of his criticism! 

It is all very well for him to fre- 


quisitors with moonshine theoriza- 
tions upon what the Germans 
might have done; how helpless the 
Am>rican navy would have been 
had the Hun fleet acted thus and 
so; how a Prussian fleet of battle- 
ships could have sunk American 
transports if it had pursued such 
and such a course. 

But what good does it all do? 

The results are all that now con- 
cern the American public; what 
might have been is water under 
the bridge. 

And the results are that the 
American navy is today intact and 
glorious, after having transported 
overseas and back again more than 
2,000,000 fighting men without the 
loss, through any fault of the navy, 
ofa single trooper; while the Ger- 
man navy is either on the bottom 
of the sea or under the flag of one 
or another of the allied and asso- 
ciated nations opposed to Ger- 
many! 

Those facts will live much longer 
in American history and in the 
American heart than will Sims’ 
outpouring eof spleenish criticism 
against his chief or his romantic 
speculations upon events. that 
might have, but did not, transpire. 


ONE GOOD SOVIET POINT. 

While there is much to criticise 
in the Russian soviet scheme of 
government, it, like everything else, 
has some good points, even though 
they are outweighed by features 
that are objectionable. 

For example, the soviet plan 
makes it obligatory upon every 
able-bodied citizen between 16 and 


-50-years to work at some form of 


productive occupation. : 

It goes on the theory that no 
man who is unwilling to work 
should be allowed to subsist upon 
the toil of others. 

That idea could be borrowed by 
America to advantage. 

Another commendable feature of 
the soviet labor plan is its ten- 
dency to increase production, the 
encouragement of efficiency and 
the discouragement of labor slack- 
ing and loafing on the job. 

Under the American union labor 
system the inefficient worker in a 
given trade is permitted, if he car- 
ries a union card, to demand “the 
union scale” for his services, be 
those services good or bad, The 
lazy or incompetent carpenter, say, 
or bricklayer, or what not, must be 
paid so much per hour or per day. 

Regardless of the amount of 
work he does, or of its quality, he 
demands, and his employer must 
pay, as much as is paid the worker 
who is diligent, painstaking and in 
all respects proficient. 

The soviet system, on the other 
hand, divides tradesmen into groups 
and categories, and, according to 
its code of labor laws, “a definite 
standard of remuneration shall be 
fixed for each of them.” 

The remuneration of each wage- 
earner, the law says, “shall be de- 
termined by his classification,” 
and— ; 

“In determining the standard of 
remuneration for each group and 
category attention’ shall be given 
to the kind of labor, the danger of 
the conditions under which the 
work is performed, the complexity 
and accuracy of the work, the de- 
sree of independence and respon- 
sibility as well as the standard of 
education and experience required 
for the performance of the work.” 

Then the wage-earner “shall be 
paid only for actual work done.” 

The tendency of such a system 
essentially is to make the worker 
worthy of his hire, and to create an 
incentive to industry and excel- 
lence. Under it diligence fs its 
own reward; and indolence its own 
punishment. 

The soviet policy in general is 
certainly not to be commended to 
the American people; but it is evi- 
dent that there are part; of the 
soviet labor code that could be em- 
ulated in the United States, with 
profit, not only to organized labor. 
but to the country at large.

‘AS TO ARTICLE TEN 


Editor Constitution: The _ start- 
ling substitute for Article 10, pro- 
posing to commit the United States 
unreservedly to view “with grave 
concern” any vioiation of the free- 
dom and peace of Europe, is too 
utterly bold and rasn a declaration 
on the part of our senators to he 
allowed to pass unchallenged by 
press and people, 

Surely in this day of reservations 
and of “scrupulous supererogation” 
in, defining to foreign powers the 
functions of the several branches 
of our government, we might by 
proper pressure, perhaps by an ap- 
peal to our senior senator, secure 
such reservations and definitions 
as would indicate clearly the branth 
of the government through which 
the United States will “view,” and 
for whom the “concern” is to be 
felt. ao 

Negatively, the precedent can be 
found in the amendments to Article 
10, under which amendments the 
congress is prohibited under any 


circumstances, from doing what it 
has the sole constitutional right to 
do and the president is forbidden, 
in another clause, to exercise his 
constitutional prerogative, because 
the congress has the sole right to 
do something not contemplated by 
the president. 

The right to “view with grave 
concern” is nowhere _ specifically 
granted by our constitution; but, es- 
pecially in the light of recent his- 
tory, it must be accepted as in- 
herent in sovereignty. The_ people 
are apparently too busy or too in- 
different to exercise it, even to- 
ward the senate itself, and _ the 
States are forbidden to deal with 
foreign affairs. 

Therefore, since the nullifying 
senators are by their own record 
best able to view with concern, but 
certainly without action, other than 
partisan or personal, it is hereby 
moved that the words “Wilson- 
hating senators” be substituted for 
the words “the United States.” and

SAVE THE WRAPPER—II. 

HOW TO MANAGE A BOIL, 
Whether a boil has a “core” or 
not depends on the intensity of the 
inflammatory reaction following 


the invasion of the hair follicle by 
staphylococci (germs occurriatg in 
bunches resembling bunches of 
grapes). If the reaction iS very 
intense there is complete walling 
off of the infected center; this is 
produced by a mobilization of white 
blood corpuscles in the blood ves- 
sels surrounding the infected or 
invaded place and by many of these 
scavenger cells deploying into tke 
tissues around the invaded center. 
Thus, when there is considerable 
hardening or induration about the 
center, a core will probably form, 
the core being a mass of tissue 
which has died (necrosis) because 
the blood supply has been com- 
pletely blocked by mobilizing germ 
destroyers. 

The earlier a boil is incised the 
better, To wait for “ripening” is 
pleasing to the old women, just as 
it pleases their superstitious no- 
tions to wait for the swelling to 
subside before giving vent to the 
pus fnma so-called “ulcerated tooth” 
(really an abscess). Merely causing 
the infected area to bleed does 
good, if this is done early enough, 
because it disposes of a large part 
of the invading germ army and at 
the same timé admits t the in- 
vaded region a greae_ freinforce- 
ment of blood cells and germicidal 
blood serum. 

Some people still imagine “the 
corruption will go all through your 
system” if the boil is opened early 
or if the core fails to materialize. I 
repeat that a boil or similar infec- 
tion can never be incised too early 
for the welfare and comfort of the 
patient. 

In dressing boils the secret of 
success is “Hands Off.” That is, 


never touch the skin with the fin- 
gers, and neve touch with the fin- 
gers any dressing, part of the 
implement or material 
which has been soiled or invisibly 
contaminated by the 
Even before the boil has opened or 
been opened, the skin. over it is 


‘likely to swarm with staphylococci 


in virulent condition. 

Antiseptics, though of no value 
whatever so far as treatment of 
the boil is concerned, are of value 
in preventing further infection of 
the victim or those about him. The 
wet dressing should therefore be 
impregnated with a mild antisep- 
tic, such as boric acid; and all 
dressings should be burned when 
removed. How to handle safely 
such a dressing is a little knack 
which requires, a kaowledge of 
eurgical asepsisé, which only a doc- 
tor er nurse understands. No 
of antiseptic precaution 
can give the security that the sim- 
plest aseptic technic affords. 

As a precaution against contaml- 
nation of the environment a dress- 
ing of some kind. should cover 4 
boil from first to last, except per- 
haps while the area is being treated 
with direct sunlight—a very help- 
ful treatment in such cases. 

The hypertonic salt solution 
(three heaping teaspoonfuls of salt 
dissolved in a pint of boiled water) 
should be applied on thick folds of 
washed cheesecloth or surgeons 
gauze as warm as bearable every 
four hours, rather than any poul- 
tice or salve, to favor drainage and 
relieve pain. The boric acid, as 
already mentioned, may. be used 
with this dressing. Oiled silk or 
waxed paper over the gauze com- 
press, and a snug bandage to re- 
tain the dressing, completes the 
treatment.

Ours a Government of Parties

The oft repeated remark of “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon that ours is, and must 
necessarily be, a government of

To the Bakers of Georgia: On account of 
the very strong demand for a loaf of bread 
retailing for 10 cents, the order of Febru- 
ary 1 requiring that all bread weigh 16 
ounces after baking is modified to read, 
as follows: 

On and after this date the bakers may 
sell 14-ounce loaves of bread at a maximum 
price of 8 cents to the retailer and thé re-

FRE DEPARTMENT 


Much Criticism Heard Over 
Showing Made in Recent 
Conflagrations. 


Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.) 
A “thorough investigation of the 
fire-fighting ability of the Macon 
fire department is being demanded 
and indications are that one will be 
ordered by the civil service com- 
mission. There has been no end of 
criticism of the showing made by 
the department in combating the 
fires which destroyed the building 
occupied by the A. G. Rhodes Fur- 
niture company and badly damaged 
the new home of the J. P. Allen 
company. 

Thousands of people watched the 
Rhodes fire, and, while there have 
been criticisms heretofore of the 


work of the firemen, there has 
never been any so prononced as was 
the case Tuesday evening. Charges 
that the department is poorly 
equipped .have been voiced and 
those who make them point to the 
factt hat only two streams of water 
were able to reach the third floor 
of the building, where the fire 
started, with sufficient force to | 
break the windows. 

Chief Jones answers his critics by 
saying that in the case of the 
Rhodes fire the blaze started in ths 
loft, between the ceiling of the third 
floor and the roof, and there was no 
way to get to it until it broke 
through the roof. 

In view of the fact that the Ma- 
con fire department is entirely mo- 
torized and has a force of sixty-odd 
men, charges that the department is 
poorly equipped are surprising to 
most Macon people. The investiga- 
tion is proposed to determine 
whether the showing made in fight- 
ing fires recently is really the fault 
of the equipment or the lack of abil- 
ity on the part of those who are 
handling it. With the exception of 
a few years, when he had been 
forced out, Chief Jones has been at 
the head of the Macon department 
ever since it was a volunteer organ- 
ization. He has often been the butt 
of bitter criticism. In the present 
instance, it is understood, he will 
welcome the fullest investigation 
and is prepared to defend his rec- 
ord in the handling of recent con- 
flagrations.

The river has risen eight feet 
since Tuesday night at 8 o'clock. 
It still lacks five feet of being as 
high as the maximum during the 
flood of last December.

N CONSTANTINOPLE 


Constantinople, March 18.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The second 
day of the interallied occupation of 
Constantinople. carried out on 
Tuesday by large forces from the 
imposing war fleet in the Bos- 


phorus, passed with entire calm, 
the Turkish police to-operating in 
keeping order. The ferry and tele- 
phone services have been resumed. 
Only small detachments of allied 
soldiers are visible in the streets 
and about the public buildings. 

The French and the Italians had 
Only small forces here and they are 
far less active than the British 
troops, which are excellently organ- 
ized and took the city over with the 
precision of clocK-work. 

Among the prisoners taken were 
Essad Pasha, natoinal leader, and 
Mohammed Pasha, who was minis- 
ter of war just before the great war 
opened and has been the chief or- 
ganizer of the propaganda for an 
American mandate. 

The Turkish newspapers and the 
foreign office are so heavily cen- 
sored that it is impossible to obtain 
the authoritative Turkish view of 
the situation. Turks with whom 
the correspondent spoke, however, 
were free in declaring their opinion 
that Constantinople was about to re- 
peat the history of Cairo; that the 
British would remain in Turkey as 
they had in Egypt. Meanwhile the 
French and English newspapers here 
are featuring Paris and London dis- 
patches which allege the expectancy 
that the United States will assume 
responsibility in restoring order in 
the Near East. 

The general. opinion expressed 
among Americans here“in touch 
with Near East conditions is that 
the occupation was prompted more 
by political than humane motives. 


OLD JEWISH DEGREE 
GIVEN TO WARBURG 


New York, March 18.—The ancient 
Jewish degree known as “Haber,” 
or “Chover,” dating back to Talmu- 
dic times, today was conferred on 
Felix M. Warburg, New York bank- 
er, on the occasion of his 25th wed- 
ding anniversary. 

The degree, it was said, has never 
been before conferred in America, 
the pervious recipient being Sir 
Moses Montefiore for saving the 
Jewish population of Damascus in 
1848. The honor signifies ‘“‘recogni-

Men with Irish names, whether 
Irishmen or not,’ are now in charge 
of many of the great baseball 
teams of the country. 

Patrick Moran is the rollicking 
Irishman who led the Cincinnati 
Reds to a world championship last 


year. 

Kid Gleason, with the White Sox, 
was the runner-up to the Reds. 
In the Natonal league John Mce- 
Graw’s Giants ran second to the 
Reds, while in the American league 
Connie Mack’s Athletics ran last, 
So here were four Irishmen pilot- 
ing leading and tail-end_ clubs, 
which would indicate that the Irish 
are securing a firm hold on the 
national game in all directions. 

Thé¢re were years when two Irish- 
men captured all that was going in 
the way of baseball honors. 

Those were the years when Con- 
nie Mack piloted the Athletics to 
pennants and John McGraw showed 
the way to the New York Giants, 
Somehow or other in those days no 
one could approach Mack and Me- 
Graw as leaders, 

Now those two once great gener- 
als are out of the swim, apparently, 
and are traveling along with brok- 
en-down machines which they are 
trying to build up. 


When McGraw was at the top he 
had an Irishman, “Larrupine”’’ Lar- 
ry Doyle, to help him lead the way. 

Doyle was the captain and sec- 
ond baseman of the Giants when 
they were winning world honors. 

That he was a great batsman was 
proved one Year when he led the 
National league with a batting av- 
erage of .426, and played a wonder- 
ful game at second Dase. 

Doyle joined the Giants in 1907, 
and barring a year or two, he has 
been with them ever since. Origi- 
nally a coal miner at Springfield, 
Ill., Doyle has made a fortune out 
of baseball, and could retire now 
and take things easy for the bal- 
ance of his life if he cared to. 

Away back in 1887 Tip O'Neil, 
another JIrishman, while plaving 
with the St. Louis Browns, ran up 
a batting average of. .492. 

These averages of O'Neill and 
Doyle have never been excelled in 
the history of baseball, and that 
they were both made by Irishmen 
speaks well for the ability of that 
race when it comes to doing things 
athletically. 

Still another Irishman who came 
into the American league last year 
and did fine as the manaver of the 
St. Louis Browns is Jimmy Burke, 
who will pilot that team again this 
year. 

Burke was the coach of the De- 
troit Tigers a couple of vears ago, 
and made a fine teammate § for 
Hughey Jennings, their peppery 
leader, 


In 1884, 1885 and 1886, for three

Delegates running in the district 
primaries must state their choice 
or declare ‘“‘no preference.”

New Orleans, March 18.—(Special.)—The 
chief influence in shaping the early course 
of values in the cotton market today was 
the fact.that the certificated stock of cotton 
in the New York market had been reduced 
to 1,300 bales. The report to this effect en- 
couraged heavy buying of the near months, 
both here and in New York, and the whole 
list advanced sharply in the face of un- 
favorable foreign political news and signs 
on the map of clearing weather over the 
belt. In the late afternoon session, there 
was some short selling on a report from 
New York to the effect that banks in that 
city were calling loans on manufagtured 
goods. While there was also some long 
liqhidation on press dispatches to the effect 
that the possibility of anether European war 
was being discussed in Washington. 

There are unmistakable signs of a better 
spot demand developing generally. We hear 
of considerable more forward business be- 
ing put through, and American mills seem 
inclined to buy even though the highest 
basis of the season prevails. With the New 
York stock reduced to dangerously small 
proportions, the near positions show a ten- 
dency to strengthen. The chances are that 
the market will work higher, and we ad- 
vise buying on reactions.

Based on Hope of Modi- 
fication of Tax Laws. 
Liberal Dividend Issues 
Show Greatest Strength. 


New York, March 18.—Influenced 
mainly by the hope that congress 
may modify or perhaps repeal ex- 
isting tax laws relating to excess 
profits, today’s stock market reg- 
istered many substantial additions 
to yesterday’s gains. 

Greatest strength was displayed 
by shares of companies which are 
expected to follow the example of 
Crucible Steel in declaring liberal 
stock dividends out of surplus ear- 
nings. Extreme advances in vari- 
ous shares of this class extended 
from 3 to 20 points. 

The rise was further stimulated 
af reports that the railroad compa-

No Rate Relief. 


It is not likely that today’s ease 
in the time money market will be 
followed by any immediate materia] 
relief from prevailing high rates. 
Before there can be any appreciable 
relaxation in rates there will have 
to be a considerable improvement 
in the ratio of reserve of the New 
York federal reserve bank. The de- 
mand for money is reported still to 
be large and in some cases more 
pressing than ever. 

Commercial loans of about 800 
representative members banks re- 
porting weekly to the federal re- 
serve board have increased to more 
than $10,000,000,000. This shows an 
expansion of about $100,000,000 since 
the beginning of October and about 
$1,800,000,000 since the reserve board 
began reporting the loans of mem- 
ber banks the middle of last Au- 
gust. The increase of these loans 
last week was $110,000,000. At the 
same time loans on war paper in- 
creased $13,000,000. 


Interest in Baldwin.

TRAFFIC LEAGUE ASKS 
REGIONAL RAIL RATES 


St. Louis, March 18.—Regional 
railroad freight rates, joint water 
and rail rates and interchange of 
traffic between rail and water lines 
were demanded today at the con- 
vention of the National Industrial 
Traffic league, in session here. 

A resolution was adopted calling 
on the interstate commerce com- 
mission to consider the railroads of 
the country as in three divisions— 
the southern, eastern and western 
—in making freight rate adjust- 
ments. 

The resolution recommended that 

estimating the rates of income 
on railroad property, all investments 
snot used in the actual operation of 
the roads he excluded, It will be 
presented to the commission Mon- 
day, when railroad officials are to 
be heard on rate changes.

Washington, March 18.—A peace- 
time army of 299,000 enlisted men 
and 17,800 officers was approved to- 


| army appropriation bill, by a vote 


defense act of 1916 are provided by 
the new bill, the numerous changes 
being in details. The principle of 
flexibility of organization, adopted 
during the war, is carried into the 
permanent establishment, tactical 
organization being left to presiden- 
tial regulations. 

The combat force is fixed by the 
bill at 250,000 men, and includes the 
infantry, of which the tank corps 
is a part, the cavalry, artillery and 
aviation, the last as a separate 
corps as is the chemical warfare 
service. National guard provisions 
.are changed to authorized federal 
recognition of companies having 
fifty recruits. The chief of militia 
bureau of the war department, now 
a regular officer, would be appoint- 
ed from the national guard under 
the bill. 

The measure also provides for the 
promotion of regular officers from 
a single list. 

While an army of more than 300,- 
000 is authorized, the debate dis- 
closed that it was Rot expected to 
reach that strength for some time 


of 246 to $2. The measure now goes 
to the senate.

“Prussianism in its balmiest days 
never spent two-thirds of that 
sum,” said he. 

Chairman Kahn, of the military 
committee, said the high cost of the 
army was due largely to “larger 
pay to officers and men” by the 
United States as compared with

Additional Revenue 
Legislation Unlikely 
During This Congress 


(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 


Washington, March 18.—Addition- 
al revenue legislation in this ses- 
sion of congress is unlikely in spite 
of the loss resulting from the su- 
preme court’s stock dividend deci- 
ion, according to statements made 
by leaders of the house today. The 
house ways and means committee 
has under consideration at present 
a bill for imposing an excise tax 
to be paid by corporations making 
stock dividends, but members of the 
committee hold divergent views on 
whether it should be reported out 
or not, 

The measure was introduced by 
Represéntative Green, of Iowa, and 
provides that “every corporation 
making a distribution during the 
year 1920 of its capital stock to 
its stockholders without receiving 
payment therefor shall pay a tax 
equivalent to 15 per cent of the 
face value of the shares so issued.” 

Joseph S. McCoy and Wayne John- 
son of the treasury department tes- 
tified before the ways and means 
committee in executive session this 
morning when a general discussion 
of the proposal was’ undertaken. 
Following a heairng tomorrow, 
final decision will probably be made. 

Although representatives of the 
treasury department have urged 
that a flat tax be levied on stock 
dividends to meet the loss resulting 
from the supreme court decision, 
the house leaders are opposed to 
any additional revenue legislation 
unless it becomes absolutely nec- 
essary. They are inclined to feel 
that it will be possible to make up 
for this loss by some method other 
than by enacting further laws.
